DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. The specification does not clearly differentiate between 
the two layers. The specification seems to imply that they are two different types layers, 
but states that can be the same material. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

While applicant may be his or her own lexicographer, a term in a claim may not 
be given a meaning repugnant to the usual meaning of that term. See In re Hill, 1 61 
F.2d 367, 73 USPQ 482 (CCPA 1947). The terms "front" and "back" in claims 1 and 6-8 
are used by the claim to mean "top" and "bottom." 

In claims 7 and 8, it is not understood what "arranged to turned" means. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action:

Claims 1 , 4, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Ormerod et al. 

The reference discloses in the fig. 3 a rectangular laminated ceramic bender with 
resin barrier. 

The reference does not disclose that polarization directions. 

The Examiner takes Official Notice that it would have been well known in the art 
that bender use laminates that are polarized in the same direction. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use polarization in the same directions for 
the purpose of creating a bending device.
